Reigh Count is to stand at Leona Stock Farm, 
property of John D. Hertz, at Cary, a station on 
the Chicago and Northwestern Railway, in the 
Fox River Valley, Illinois.

PARI-MUTUELS 

N urging the adoption of pari-mutuel betting 

at the New York courses, The National Turf 
Digest (Baltimore) asserts that ‘the makeshift 
arrangement under which wagering is conducted 
at the metropolitan tracks is unsatisfactory to 
everybody, and absolutely unfair to the casual 
racegoer and to the general public.” 

There is truth in this. It even is unsatisfac- 
tory to the “layers,” who are complaining gen- 
erally of the large number of unpaid accounts 
on their books, due to credit betting. But the 
“layers,” of course, would be unwilling to have 
any change other than a return to the “slates” 
and the accompanying cash transactions, which 
is not to be considered at all. 

The National Turf Digest is suggesting change 
in the New York laws to permit the operation of 
the pari-mutuel system with a 3 per cent deduc- 
tion from the turnover, of which 2 per cent to 
the racing associations and 1 per cent to the 
State, and it points out that “the admission 
could be reduced to $2.20, the purses increased to 
a minimum of $1,500, and the general tone of the 
sport raised to the plane New York racing de- 
serves to occupy.” 

Looking at the present betting situation from 
a percentage point of view, the Baltimore pub- 
lication says: “At present there is an average 
of 30 per cent in the ‘send-out’ line, and from 
10 to 25 per cent in the actual prices laid. How 
in the name of common sense a 3 per cent take 
from the machines can be a greater drain on 
the purses of the players than a 25 per cent 
margin in the books, is difficult to compute by 
any sort of mathematics. Still, that is the only 
argument the friends of the books have to bring 
up against the machines—that the mutuels 
‘drain’ the players to death.” 

In conclusion, The Digest declares: ‘The whole 
thing resolves itself into a question of whether 
the people of New York state are willing to con- 
sider a referendum to change the state constitu- 
tion to allow the racing associations to derive a 
financial benefit which they in turn might pass 
on to the owners in increased purses, and to the 
public in reduced admission; or to leave things 
in the present unsatisfactory condition where 
only a miscegenous assortment of Chinamen, ped- 
dlers and racketeers derive the benefit.” 
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COASTING. 

NE of our readers, a gentleman who breeds 

horses, and trains them as well—one who is 
really in racing for the sport’s sake—dropped 
into THE BLOOD-HoRSE office a day or two ago 
on a matter of business. Having concluded the 
business, he said: “I wish to add my approval 
of what THE BLOOD-HORSE has had to say on the 
subject of foul riding and inefficiency of the 
stewards of racing.” 

We thanked him for his approval and dis- 
cussed with him at some length the various in- 
stances of foul riding during the season now 
rapidly approaching its close, whereupon he 
said: 

“This thing called ‘coasting’ is the most dis- 
picable form of foul riding, and I am hopeful 
that it may soon be abated, but, really, I am at 
times in despair over the matter. I am sure that 
the stewards do not see the boys holding on to 
saddle cloths, race after race, day after day. 
Otherwise they would have the culprits off the 
horses in a jiffy, and down for a long stretch off 
the course completely, unless it be that they 
would be weakened and prevented by the in- 
fluence of politics.” 

We informed our visitor that we had on pre- 
vious occasions called attention to this form of 
foul riding and refreshed his memory as to our 
suggestion that the numbered saddle cloth be 
done away with entirely and the head, or bridle, 
numbers substituted. 

The saddle cloths are essential only for dis- 
playing numbers corresponding to the numbers 
on the program. If those numbers were placed 
on the bridles they would be more readily ob- 
served, especially at the finish. There would be 
less likelihood of mistakes in placing, and the 
means for greatest aid to the cheating race riders 
would be removed. 


BETTER RESULTS. 
INCE much the most that is done in the world 
is by example, perhaps some of our keener 
racecourse managers will be interested to know 
that the effect of reduced charges for the sport 
in England has been to increase attendance and 
multiply profits. 

An official of the Newbury course made known 
to the press that “in spite of the reduced ad- 
mission charges and the failure of the contrac- 
tors to have the totalizator installed in time for 
the September meeting, the profits were four 
times larger than those of last year.” 

At Lanark, according to an official of that 
course, “the reduction in prices of admission re- 
sulted in an increase of 45 per cent in the at- 
tendance to Tattersalls ring alone, by compari- 
son with last year.” 

It is related that while the railways are haul- 
ing more patrons as a result of their reduced 
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charges, so also has the motor traffic been 
enormously increased; so much so, in fact, in the 
case of Newbury, that two horses being sent by 
van were caught in the traffic and did not get 
to the course until after the race had been run. 
Jockey Gordon Richards also was caught on one 
occasion and delayed beyond post time for the 
first race in which he had been booked to ride. 

“One of the assistant starters had hold of the 
horse when they broke, and was several lengths 
out of it before he (Blessefield) got to going”, 
says The Cincinnati Enquirer, commenting on an 
incident at Latonia October 19. Stall gate’s use 
would correct this evil, but then, why is not the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission’s rule 
against the manhandling of horses at the post 
enforced? Surely the stewards can see when 
an assistant starter takes hold of a horse. The 
rule says that only the jockey is to have hands 
on the horse when the start is made. 


In line with what THE BLOOD-HORSE has been 
saying, we find in The National Turf Digest 
(Baltimore) the following: ‘‘Steve O’Donnell is 
liable to wake up some day and find himself 
ruled off the Turf. He has been warned and ad- 
vised to mend his ways, but it seems as if harsh 
measures are going to be necessary.” . . . “Rac- 
ing interests in Ohio should get together and 
make an effort to have a law passed that would 
permit racing, but for limited periods, and under 
proper supervision.” 

With deep regret we record the passing of 
Mars Cassidy at his home in Hollis, Long Island, 
Sunday, October 20, where he had been bed- 
ridden only three days. He had long been, in the 
role of professional starter, an important figure 
of the Turf; one whose integrity was never 
questioned; one whose character was never be- 
smirched, and one whose memory will be cher- 
ished by thousands of friends in all parts of the 
country. 


Col. M. J. Winn is quoted in a dispatch from 
Laurel to Daily Racing Form as having said: 
“There is no higher class racing anywhere in 
the world than at Laurel and in Maryland gen- 
erally.”” THE BLOOD-HORSE on previous occasions 
has said what amounts to the same thing, and 
we are still hopeful that Colonel Winn may be 
able to bring some of the splendid Maryland at- 
mosphere to the tracks of the American Turf 
Association.

ULTRA-VIOLET RAYS 


OR the benefit of breeders and owners of 

Thoroughbred horses who are interested in 
the subject of. ultra-violet rays of sunlight and 
the benefits to animals, as well as human beings, 
to be derived from them, we are quoting from 
a press bulletin sent out by General Electric Com- 
pany, whose research engineers have developed 
a process for making window panes from fused- 
quartz. 

The General Electric Company furnished 1,200 
such panes which went into the construction of 
the largest solarium in the world, that of the Na- 
tional Vaudeville Artists’ new  sanitorium at 
Saranac Lake, N. Y., which was dedicated Scp- 
tember 15. It is claimed that fused-quartz win- 
dow panes will transmit the ultra-violet rays 
better than any glass yet produced. Horses 
could be placed in stalls roofed with glass and 
get benefits greater the year round than per- 
haps are obtainable from rays: artificially pro- 
duced. The bulletin says: 

“The importance of the ultra-violet rays of 
sunlight to health and the fact that ordinary 
window-glass cuts out these rays has long been 
recognized, and several years ago Prof. Elihu 
Thomson, of the General Electric’s research lab- 
oratory at Lynn, Massachusetts, took up the 
work of developing a material to replace win- 
dow-glass, which would transmit the rays. Fused 
quartz was known as the best medium for the 
purpose, but to make window-panes of it was a 
problem that required years to solve. The diffi- 
culties of making quartz windows can be ap- 
preciated when it is realized that the melting 
point of quartz approaches a _ temperature of 
3,200 degrees Fahrenheit, about three times that 
of glass, and is extremely viscous, or thick, in- 
stead of being a mobile liquid. Many methods 
were investigated, and special furnaces were 
developed before engineers finally succeeded in 
making quartz in sheet form, and at a reason- 
able cost. 

“One of the first methods developed to pro- 
duce quartz window-gless consisted in fusing, in 
a vacuum, specially selected and treated quartz 
crystals in a square graphite box, and pressing 
the fused mass at 1,000 pounds per square inch 
while in the molten state. A block of quartz 
eight by five inches was thus obtained. This 
block when cooled was sliced into sections one- 
eighth inch thick, and each pane was ground and 
polished by hand. This method of manufacture 
was too expensive for average use, and further 
research was carried on to get a satisfactory 
quartz window that would be available for more 
general use. This resulted in an entirely new 
process which cut the cost of manufacture to 
about one-fifth and made it feasible to use quartz 
in large solariums. 

“In the present process, crusht quartz crystal 
is fused in a vacuum on flat graphite disks be- 
tween thin graphite slabs. A number of them 
are stacked and placed in a high-temperature 
furnace. 

“When the quartz is fused, nitogen gas is ad- 
mitted to the furnace at a pressure of 150 pounds 
per square inch to compress the bubbles. The 
resulting quartz plates upon cooling require only 
squaring of the edges by grinding. This new 
method does away with cutting, grinding, and 
polishing each pane, and the trays can be used 
a number of times.” 


STUD NEWS 


MISSTEP. 

ISSTEP isn’t going to run in the Agua 

Caliente Handicap, $100,000 added, and he 
isn’t going to Agua Caliente. The grand and 
good son of Upset, from St. Theresa, is going 
into the stud at Le Mar Stock Farm, near Lex- 
ington, where right now a bran new barn is 
being erected to house him, *San Utar and 
Canaan, which also are to stand at the establish- 
ment of Leo J. Marks. This is stated on author- 
ity of Mr. Marks, who shortly will make an- 
nouncement of stud fees and terms for these 
three young horses of desirable blood lines. 
‘San Utar is a grandson of Sundridge, the sire of 
“Sun Briar and his brother, *Sunreigh, sire of 
Reigh Count. *Sun Briar also is sire of Sun 
Beau, an important figure in this year’s handicap 
events, as well as of many other good runners. 
Canaan is a 5-year-old son of *Hourless—*La 
Chananeenne, by Le Samaritain, combining 
lines that have been successful in England, 
France and America. 


TORCHILLA. 

It isn’t generally known that Torchilla was in 
the stud last spring at the Few Acres Farm of 
his owner, Clyde Van Dusen, near Lexington. 
This 5-year-old son of *Torchbearer—Chilla, by 
*“Alvescot, served nine mares and reports are to 
the effect that he was quite successful. He was 
put back into training and had his first out un- 
der colors this year at the Lexington meeting, 
Monday, September 16. He struck a muddy 
track, which was to his liking, and won in a 
drive, outstaying Virado over the Futurity 
Course, but pulled up lame. He made a start at 
Louisville and was defeated. At Latonia Octo- 
ber 16, however, he got home in front in fast 
time. It is intended that he will go back to the 
farm after the Latonia meeting and into the stud 
again next spring. 

CANTER. 

A Kentucky breeder who has a fancy for Can- 
ter asked the editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE to as- 
certain from J. Edwin Griffith if the son of 
Wildair, from Virginia L., by *McGee, could be 
leased. Mr. Griffith has replied that “Canter is 
going to stand at Griffwood Farm, Mt. Wash- 
ington, Maryland, the coming season, same as 
he did iast season, and, of course, there will be 
no chance of making a deal for him to stand in 
Kentucky.” Mr. Griffith further said that ‘“Can- 
ter had a great season this year,” and_ that 
“about fifteen mares were turned away because 
it was not desired to overwork him the first 
season.” Canter, in addition to having good 
credentials as a racehorse, had good care in the 
hands of trainer Harry Rites, and he entered 
the stud in excelent shape, so, with his good 
breeding as a background, he should be a suc- 
cess as a progenitor. 

JOHN O’NEIL DIES. 

John O’Neil, veteran horseman, father of 
Frank O’Neil, former great race rider in the 
United States and France, died October 13 at 
his home, Hematite, Mo. Frank O’Neil now is 
training in France. He at one time was partner 
of Fred Burlew in the ownership of a string of 
horses. 


TRAINING CHANGES 

LEONA STOCK FARM. 

OHN D. HERTZ has announced that B. S. 

Michell is retiring as trainer of the horses 
belonging to Mrs. John D. Hertz and himself— 
the Leona Stock Farm string--and also as 
trainer of the horses belonging to Herbert Bay- 
ard Swope. The appointment of a manager for 
the racing department of the Leona Stock Farm 
will shortly be announced, and we hear it likely 
will be Frank (Canuck) Hackett, the very cap- 
able and efficient man who was for so many 
years the lieutenant of the late Samuel C. Hil- 


dreth. The manager will employ a trainer to be 
approved by Mr. and Mrs. Hertz and by Mr. 
Swope, whose horses will continue to be trained 
in the stable. Negotiations, we hear, are in 
progress for the services of an Eastern man. 

Mr. Michell has announced it to be his inten- 
tion to buy a farm in California and locate in 
that state, devoting his time and attention to 
a few horses for his own account. Michell has 
done well during the approximately three years 
of his connection with the Hertz establishment. 
He was more than ordinarily fortunate in having 
two such runners as Reigh Count and Anita Pea- 
body to train, and, while it may have been the 
basis of the cessation of employment, the trip 
to England with Reigh Count gave him a prom- 
inence he otherwise could not have had. 

Jockey George Rose, it is announced, is to 
continue to be the stable rider. 


COLDSTREAM STUD. 


Frank M. Taylor is concluding on December 1 
a three years’ employment as trainer of the 
Coldstream Stud horses, and Dr. John Baird, 
manager of Coldstream Stud, announced that 
Jack Middleton has been chosen to be his 
successor. 

Trainer Taylor now is at Coldstream Farm 
with the string, which he shipped here from 
Chicago, but he has not confirmed the report 
coming from the East that he will train a di- 
vision of the Rancocas Stable horses. Trainer 
Taylor and the late S. C. Hildreth married sis- 
ters and Mrs. Taylor now is in New York with 
Mrs. Hildreth. 

Jack Middleton is one of the group of younger 
trainers, and has had good success thus far, his 
last employer having been Frederick Johnson. 
He hails from Louisville and is a brother of 
Charles Middleton, former member of the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission. Their father 
was a noted breeder and was the senior member 
of the firm of Middleton & Jungbleuth, which for 
so many years maintained a breeding establish- 
ment at the Waldeck Farm, near Louisville. 


ILLINOIS 


FAIRMOUNT PARK. 
HE meeting of 14 days closed by the Fair- 
mount Jockey Club at Fairmount Park, Sat- 
urday, October 19, was called successful by 
officials of the organization, but there was 
nothing brilliant about the racing. It was purely 
a platers’ meeting to which many of those in 
attendance were attracted through the medium 
of free tickets of admission. 
This may have been means of increasing the 
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betting by volume of which the average track 
manager is prone to measure “success,” but it is 
no good and lasting way to popularize the sport. 
That best can be done by having the racing so 
attractive that people in large numbers will want 
to pay at the gate in order to see it. 

The Illinois racing law grants to each associa- 
tion a total of 51 days each year. There is an 
intimation that the Fairmount Jockey Club is 
planning to race continuously the full 51 days 
next season. The argument is advanced that the 
association can save money by having one in- 
stead of two meetings, and that horsemen can 
save much on shipping expense. That is true, 
but isn’t there the possibility that the grind of 
so long a meeting will, say, wear out the wel- 
come? In that event the damage done would 
far outweigh the cost of twice shipping to and 
away from Collinsville and of two “openings” 
instead of one. 


AURORA. 


The first week at Exposition Park indicates a 
profitable 16 Gays for the Aurora organization. 
The attendance on Saturday, October 19, the 
sixth day, was the largest, it was said, ever seen 
on the grounds. Many the most of the people 
came from Chicago, and numbered among them 
were hundreds who found their fun all summer 
long at the courses nearer to the Cook County 
seat. 


ARLINGTON PARK. 


Roy Carruthers, managing director of the 
American National Jockey Club, having taken 
advantage of the generally good weather pre- 
vailing since the close of the summer meeting at 
Arlington Park, has succeeded in completing the 
extensive infield improvements at that magnifi- 
cent and expansive plant. 

The infield, when this improvement work was 
begun, was one and one-half feet higher than the 
racecourses, It now has been brought to a proper 
level. A lake has been placed in its center. The 
outer course has been resurfaced and banked so 
that it now drains to a ditch, which carries the 
water to the lake, and the ditch is tiled. The 
inner course has been sodded and fitted with ob- 
stacles. It is to be used for steeplechasing. A 
straightaway course of one mile crossing the in- 
field has been put in. 

A saddling paddock, similar to those at Bel- 
mont Park and Saratoga Springs, has been ar- 
ranged, and many trees have been transplanted 
into it, to provide the necessary shade and to 
give it a park-like appearance. 

Parking space for 6,000 more motor cars has 
been prepared. Much work has been done in the 
stabling section and in and about the grandstand, 
but there is yet more planned to be done next 
spring. When the horsemen arrive for the next 
meeting, the stables will have new roofs, and 
there will be improvement in the roads through- 
out the premises. 

It was estimated that between the meetings of 
this year and next a total expenditure of 
$600,000 would be necessary to accomplish what 
the directors had planned, and approximately 
one-half of this has been done. 

The railroad company, co-operating with the 
Arlington Park management, is putting in a 
third track, on which only race trains will be 
run during the afternoons of racing days, and the 
trip from the principal station in the heart of 
Chicago is to be made to the racing ground in 
25 minutes. 
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MARYLAND 

LAUREL. 

HE meeting at Laurel is showing improve- 

ment in a financial way, according to reports 

from there over the last week end. The attend- 
ance on Saturday, October 19, when the program 
carried both the Selima Stakes and the Maryland 
Handicap as features, was the largest in the 
history of the plant, it was said by the officials. 

Attention is called to the advertisement of the 
Selima Stakes, which is closing Monday, October 
28, to be run in October 1931. It has $10,000 
added, and is for 2-year-old fillies. It has been 
well patronized in the past by breeders in all 
parts of the country, and it should continue to be 
so, since it is one of the really worth while events 
for juvenile fillies. The advertisement is on 
page 22 of this issue. 


KHARA WINS SELIMA STAKES. 

Rancocas Stable’s Khara, ridden by Laverne 
Fator, showed the way home in the fourth run- 
ning of the Selima Stakes for 2-year-old fillies (1 
mile, 1:39 2-5, track fast, net value $24,730) at 
Laurel Park, October 19. R. S. Clark’s Galaday 
was a half length back and a length and a half in 
front of S. W. Labrot’s Night Signal. Harry 
Payne Whitney’s entry, Mad Kiss and Murky 
Cloud, were ‘fourth and fifth, respectively, and 
Dustemall, Oonagh, Nile Maiden, Alcibiades and 
Flying Gal, finished in the order named. 

Khara showed good speed, was away fast and 
outran the others to the first turn. She was then 
steadied along, resisting contention from Mad 
Kiss, and then when challenged by Galaday she 
was able to stall her off. Galaday was away in 
a tangle, raced wide and finised under punish- 
ment.

NEW YORK 


DEATH OF MARS CASSIDY. 
-_ CASSIDY, the foremost American 
starter and long a figure on the Turf in 
this country, died at his home in Hollis, Long 
Island, Sunday, October 20, at the age of 67. 
He for some time had been a sufferer from 
abscesses of the stomach and from kidney 
trouble, but he had kept at his work until the 
end of the Jamaica meeting, Thursday, October 
17, when he was forced to his bed. Hemorrhages, 
complicated with his other troubles, caused his 
death. 

The deceased is survived by three sons, Wen- 
dell, Marshall and George, their mother having 
died 25 years ago. Marshall and George are 
starters also, and the latter was serving as sub- 
stitute for his father at the Empire City meeting, 
which opened on Friday. 

Mars Cassidy was born at Edgarton, in the 
Thoroughbred horse breeding section of Mary- 
land, and in his boyhood he was a rider, and later 
a trainer, but it was not until he became a starter 
that he commanded national attention. 

He was honest, fearless, usually arbitrary, and 
keen for conflict in support of his views and 
principles and in defense of his rights. Thus he 
came to the New York tracks as starter some 
38 years ago, and earned and held the respect of 
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the governors of the Turf and the leading own- 
ers, trainers and jockeys. He made numerous 
bad starts, and he often was censured by the 
racing officials, the press and the public when he 
had left a favorite at the post or set off the 
barrier when the field was in poor alignment, 
but he never claimed to be perfect and no man 
was called to replace him permanently. 


THE BEASEL AGAIN. 


The good filly, The Beasel, by Sunspot out of 
Antipodes by Roi Herode, (pedigree in THE 
BLoop-HorseE, No. 16, page 14), won another 
stake for her owner, Gifford A. Cochran, when 
she accounted for the twelfth running of the Hia- 
watha Handicap for 2-year-old fillies (5 1-2 
furlongs, 1:05 2-5, track fast, net value $3,425) 
at Jamaica, October 14, showing the way home 
to A. L. Alexander’s Red Rag, W. J. Salmon’s 
Snowflake, Belair Stud Stable’s Bobbles, and Ted- 
luc Stable’s Bourbon Maid. The Cochran filly 
carried top weight of 127 pounds, with Red Rag 
next under an impost of 119. The Beasel drew 
away into a safe lead, saved ground all the way, 
and was ridden out to hold Red Rag safe. 

The Beasel has won seven of her nine starts this 
season, accounting for the Demoiselle Stakes, 
Saratoga Sales Stakes, Baldwin and Beldame 
Handicaps. 


LOW GEAR WINS FEATURE. 

The feature of the card at Jamaica, October 
15, was the first running of the Long Island 
Claiming Stakes (1 1-16 miles, 1:45 2-5, track 
fast, net value $2,525) and was easily won by A. 
W. Wentzel’s Low Gear, two lengths in front of 
Mendham Stable’s Please, with Host, stablemate 
of Low Gear, a nose back of Please in third 
place. John B. finished fourth and Jack Biener, 
fifth and last. Low Gear was rated along, 
moved up gamely at the stretch and finished 
with plenty in reserve. Please forced the early 
pace, shook off Jack Biener, and was coming 
again at the end.

Infinitus drew away into a safe lead, showed 
splendid speed throughout and had something in 
reserve at the finish. Jolly Pal raced close up, 
made a determined effort entering the stretch 
but could not get up to the leader. Infinitus car- 
ried the top weight of 115 pounds. . 

The feature of the opening day at Empire 
C'ty track, October 17, was the tenth running of 
the Autumn Stakes for 2-year-olds (5 1-2 fur- 
longs, 1:05 4-5, three-fifths of a second slower 
than the record, track fast, net value to winner 
$4,175, and $600 to second. It was a wise move 
on the part of Mr. Louchheim when he decided 
to enter as added starters Infinitus and Maybe.

HE “battle” between “Mankato,” veteran 


champion of the Thoroughbred as produced 
in England, and the champions of the Thorough- 
bred as produced in Ireland goes merrily on. 
“Mankato,” in one of his articles introduced the 
view that “the better quality of the English 
grass,” by comparison with the Irish grass, had 
much to do with the success of Irish horses in 
so many of the important events in England this 
year. An Irishman wrapped the following verse 
about a couple blades of Irish grass and mailed 
them to “Mankato,” who, with his customary 
frankness, published the verse: 


KEEP OFF THE GRASS 
Musha, “Mr. Mankato,” I know you are great, O, 
At times—like myself—with the pen;

PURE GREYS 


RITING to the Editor of Horse and Hound 


(London), A. L. Rackman says: 

“It may interest your correspondent to learn 
that Napoleons Barb, or Arab, Marengo, was one 
of the very few pure greys whose names occur in 
the General Stud Book, the distinctive quality of 
these greys being that they never get or produce 
anything but grey stock. Having received from 
each parent the factor which inhibits the passage 
of pigment into the hair they transmit this factor 
to their offspring in every case. 

“Thus Marengo, who was at the stud in this 
country from 1828 to 1831 inclusive, got nothing 
but grevs, although he was mated with whole- 
coloured mares. 

“It is probable that the only other pure grey 
sire in the Stud Book was the Coombe (Boling- 
broke) Grey Arabian. All his stock were grey 


with the exception of two bays, but there is evi- 
dence that the dams of these two were covered by 
the Bolingbroke Bay Arabian. 

“Of pure grey mares there are only four to be 
found in the Stud Book :—Vista (1801) by Delpini 
(grey) out of Faith (grey); Bab (1787) by Bor- 
Grey 


deaux (grey) out of Speranza (grey); 


Brocklesby (1728) by Bloody Buttocks (grey)

out of Brocklesby (grey); and Stumps mare 
(1844) by Stumps (grey) out of Mystery’s dam 
(grey). All the foals of these mares were grey. 

“In contrast to these pure greys Roi Herode 
and The Tetrarch are impure greys, for they 
carry in their germ cells a chestnut factor in 
addition to the inhibitive factor. Mated with bay 
or brown mares they have also often got bay or 
brown offspring.” 


MISCELLANY 

COE TO AGUA CALIENTE 

ENNY CREECH has advised the Agua Cali- 

ente management that W. R. Coe has in- 
structed him to select 20 horses to race at the 
new plant in Baja, California, the coming win- 
ter. This string is to occupy one of the nine 
private stables now nearing completion. It is 
expected that Algernon, Sweep Out, Caruso, 
Black Majesty, Maya, Taos, Cesare, Moine, Keep 
On, Conclave, Nile Maiden and Oonagh may be 
among those to journey across the continent to 
participate in the racing at the new resort track. 
Jockeys Joe Inzelone and A. Schenck will be the 
riders with the stable. 


INBREEDING. 

“Mankato” did not condemn En Garde, 3-year- 
old son of Spion Kop, out of Sword Play, when 
he failed by finishing second to Grease Paint, 
son of Gainsborough, from Mitylene, in the Great 
Foal Stakes at Newmarket, October 1, saying: 

“Clearly the race at Newmarket had taxed his 
resources more severely than his appearance in 
the paddock would suggest. It is well to remem- 
ber that he is closely inbred to Gallinule and 
hence to Hermit. The constitutional vascular 
weakness of both these horses make them dan- 
gerous factors in close inbreeding. 

“Hermit ran his best race (the Derby) when 
he had been eased in his work for ten days. En 
Garde when he is fresh and on his toes may still 
be a live wire in the Cambridgeshire.” 


WINTER RACING. 

“For the first time the powerful Rancocas 
Stable of Harry F. Sinclair has declared for a 
winter campaign,” says W. J. Macbeth, in The 
New York Tribune, adding: ‘The decision doubt- 
less was prompted by the fact that spring ill- 
ness and injuries practically incapacitated this 
establishment throughout the entire season now 
rapidly drawing to a close. Yet it has been 
proved that winter racing can be made profit- 
able without undue risks to the success of spring 
and summer campaigning. The W. R. Coe and 
Gifford A. Cochran horses campaigned at Tia 
Juana last winter. Yet these stables have earned 
their share of Eastern prizes, and Flying Heels, 
which won the last Tia Juana Futurity, seems 
capable of holding his own with the best of his 
age.”

but the fact that the American ‘invader’ fin- 
ished thirteenth in a field of 35 runners has de- 
tracted nothing from the sportsmanship of his 
owner, Robert M. Eastman, of Chicago.

West Wicklow is a 5-year-old chestnut geld- 
ing, by Tangiers, out of Bachelor’s Dream, a 
daughter of Tredennis, out of Pure Lena, by Le 
Noir, next dam Pure and Simple, by The Dra- 
goon. West Wicklow had a half-brother to race 
a couple of times unplaced in this country as a 
2-year-old in 1923. He was *Silver Simon, by 
Juggernaut. The British Bloodstock Agency 
bought him at the Doncaster sales as a yearling 
for $1,850 for the account of Belair Stud and 
sent him over here. In October of 1923 he was 
sold to Elmer Trueman, and from then on he 
has been out of the racing picture. 


West Wicklow was bred in Ireland by J. Bran- 
gan, and his present owner, an Irish bookmaker, 
bought him there for $10,000. He is trained by 
L. Todd, not especially prominent, at Burbage, 
and last year won three of his eight starts, his 
victories being the Stillorgran Plate, 2 miles and 
75 yards; Hartington Highweight Handicap, 1 
1-2 miles, and Sutton Handicap, 1 mile and 5 
furlongs. It was after this race that Mr. Leahy 
bought him. His next out he finished fourth to 
Arctic Star, Blancona and Accalmie in the Ces- 


erewitch, was second in the Derby Cup to Con- 
stant Son and unplaced in the Manchester Han- 
dicap at 1 1-2 miles. 

His victory in the Cesarewitch this year was 
a surprise to all with the exception of his owner 
and the stable connections possibly, since his 


starting price in the betting was 28 to 1. The 
owner, however, believed in the gelding and 
backed him. After the event he said: ‘Fancy 


my winning a race like this. Still, I expected 
him to win and I may say that I have had a very 
good profit. There are several offers for him 
to go to India with a view to winning the Vice- 
roy’s Cup, but at the moment he is not for sale.” 

The weather on the day of the running of the 
race was delightful and one of the largest crowds 
ever to have witnessed the event was present and 
saw the largest field yet to run for the prize. 
The winner was piloted by Clifford Richards, 
younger brother of Gordon Richards, and _ the 
finish was a pretty one, the 2 1-4 miles being 
done in the record time of 3:41 3-5. J. B. Joel’s 
Friendship was second, and Col. H. A. Wernher’s 
Brown Jack was third. 

The feature of the late betting was the strong 
support for Brown Jack, which ousted Arctic 
Star from favoritism, the latter receding from 
6 to 1 to 10 to 1. 

Brown Jack, carrying top weight, advanced 
from 100 to 9 to 15 to 2. Friendship's price also 
shortened and he started third choice at 100 to 8. 

Lady Curzon of Kendleston, who hails from 
Alabama, was confident her horse, Arctic Star, 
would make turf history by winning the Cesare- 
witch for the second time in two years, but it 
was not to be, for the gelding bv Achtoi—-Sky- 
press had the misfortune to suffer a _ broken 
blood vessel soon after the start, eliminating him 
from any chance of victory to the great disap- 
pointment of his fair owner. 

Among those first to be seen in the lead were 
Bywood, South Hill, Brown Jack, Covendon and 
Ramon. Going into the dip, Brown Jack held a 
slight advantage over South Hill, Covendon and 
Byword. Brown Jack still led South Hill just 
after the dip and at this time Friendship, West 
Wicklow, Dark Hillock and Mountain Led had 
taken more prominent places. 

Brown Jack was on the far side and was go- 
ing well under his heavy impost. He tired slight- 
ly up the incline and Friendship came up to chal- 
lenge. 


Almost immediately West Wicklow found bet- 
ter speed than either and was not quite ridden 
out to beat Friendship and capture the honors 
of the race, if not the spoils, for he was attempt- 
ing to concede to West Wicklow, a horse of his 
own age, 23 pounds, and Friendship, a 4-vear- 
old, 27 pounds, and only failed by two lengths. 

Mike Hall started at 33 to 1, but not a great 
deal of money was lost, but had he been one of 
the first three much money would have been 
taken from the bookmakers since he was sup- 
ported to place. 

It now is said that Mike Hall may not start 
in the Cambridgeshire on October 31, but that 
he will be sent in events in November.

Not one winner at Jamaica October 10 was 
given in the selections of eighteen men perform- 
ing the duties of advisers to New York news- 
paper readers. There were six races and those 
eighteen men had a total of 108 chances. The 
answer is that there was no form to the racing 
that day. 
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THE “CRISIS” IN FRANCE 

HE French press during the last several 

months has devoted much space to a dis- 
cusion of over-production of Thoroughbred horses 
in France. Leading breeders as well as breeders 
generally, and many others have written upon 
the subject, which has come to be called “the 
crisis in breeding.” 

Some of the opinions have been good and 
others far off the mark. Since conditions in 
France and those in the United States at this 
time are somewhat related, though the situation 
here is not so acute as there, the subject should 
carry more than passing interest for breeders 
in America. 

Writ ng to Horse and Hound (London) from 
Paris, Mr. Hobson, the noted breeder and sports- 
man whose pen name is “Faraway,” very in- 
structively has the following to say: 

“To start at the beginning, from where does 
this so-called ‘crisis’ in the breeding of Thor- 
oughbreds in France arise? Is it not the fault of 
the majority of breeders themselves? 

“They know, or should know, the capabilities 
of absorption by the sport of racing of the pro- 
duce of their studs, and this, of course, as in 
every country, is limited, and until the position 
is changed in France with regard to the racing 
itself the number of yearlings sent up each year 
at Deauville (this year over 1200 were cata- 
logued) could not possibly be absorbed. I will 
come back to the point in a minute, but needless 
to say these people must cut their cloth accord- 
ing to the demand. 

“Supposing, for example, the whole of the 
shops on the Rue de la Paix were taken over by 
cheese merchants, the public would say, ‘Who is 
is going to absorb all this cheese? There is not 
enough demand for it.’ And if such an absurd 
idea could obtain, the people who started it would 
go out of business. 

“It is much the same with French breeders, 
or a large number of them. Encouraged by the 
somewhat inflated prices immediately after the 


war, when, following the long cessation of breed- 
ing, Owners were anxious to make up their 
stables again, many small breeders have gone 
into the business on a much larger scale than 
they otherwise would have done. 

“T am not going to say that inflated prices are 
still going on, but many animals are certainly 
still fetching high figures, and breeders have 
little to complain of as regards the most recent 
sales from this point of view, as about 115 year- 
lings fetched over 100,000 francs ($4,000) apiece 
up to one which fetched over 800,000 francs 
($32,000). What is known as the little breeder, 
as far as I can gather, is the man who buys 
cheap mares for from 1000 ($40.00) to 10,000 
francs ($2,000), weeded out of high-class studs, 
sends them to a cheap or medium-priced stallion, 
and then expects to get at Deauville anything 
from 50,000 ($2,000) to 250,000 francs ($10,000) 
apiece for the produce. 

“I myself have experienced this on several oc- 


casions concerning mares which I have weeded 
out, without reserve, for a few sovereigns, seeing 
the produce come up year after year at Deau- 
ville with the most amazing reserves. Occasion- 


ally a small breeder has had a bit of luck, and 


has sold for a low or a high figure an animal 
which has turned out well. 

“This appears to result immediately in a 
swollen head. Everything he sends up afterwards 
he expects to turn him into a Rothschild, and he 
goes on increasing his stock of mares from the 
one or two with which he started to a dozen or 
more. Breeding horses is a luxury trade, and my 
experience for about twenty-five years has taught 
me that there is little to be made out of it, and 
that the element of luck enters into it in far 
greater proportion than in any other industry, 
if breeding may be so termed. 


“Unfortunate is the man who turns to the 
breeding of bloodstock with the idea of making 
a fat living out of it. If he has luck, then every- 
thing will come his way, but it is not a perman- 
ent business. 


“TI know of farmers in France who have good 
farming businesses (and many of them have 
made comfortable fortunes at the game) that 
have started by buying one or two cheap mares 
as a side line, and in the early days after the 
war sold their produce well. What is their posi- 
tion today? 


“They have twelve or fifteen mares of inferior 
quality. They know little or nothing about blood 
lines or scientific mating, and after all, science 
or no science, a certain amount of judgment has 
to be used in crossing stallions on mares if the 
enlightened buyer is to be attracted, and fashion 
has to be followed, as in every other trade. 


“They do not follow international racing per- 
pormances or foreign markets, part of the guid- 
ing influence to breeders as to the class of animal 
to endeavor to secure, and they know little about 
the conformation of a racehorse, being far better 
judges of a good looking bullock. 

“Now is it these people that it is desired to 
help? Because if so, I consider one is starting 
on the wrong track. “The shoemaker should stick 
to his last.’ If a farmer -like many in Ireland 
keeps a mare or two, it is a laudable side line 
in his business, and contributes to the sporting 
instinct; but surely a man who has a_ good 
business of his own is not to be assisted in mak- 
ing a fortune out of a business he does not un- 
derstand! 

“A breeder should be in a position to live in- 
dependently of what he may make from breed- 
ing bloodstock; it is not a road to fortune, or 
only for a very few. We all know that, at a 
modest estimate, 40 per cent. of the mares we 
send out are returned barren, and on top of this 
we have the losses through death, illness, and 
mal-conformation. 

“T, like others, have had the experience of 
sending three mares to a fashionable sire stand- 
ing at 300 ($1,500) or 400 guineas ($2,000), and 
all to be returned empty. Do I think for one 
moment that there is any means of recovering 
my money by the sale of some other animal? 
Such losses have to be wiped off. I remember a 
case a few years ago where an owner-breeder 
(now deceased) sent me three mares, two of 
which proved in foal, and the other one, a mare 
nearly twenty years old, was barren. He wrote 
me afterwards, and asked me what I was going 
to do about it, despite the fact that I had made 
him a reduction in price in consideration of the 
three nominations he had taken.”

SIRES OF WINNERS 


ACING returns to and including October 17, 
first monies only being taken into consider- 


ation, show that *Chicle, one of the numerous 
stallions owned by Harry Payne Whitney, and 
standing at his farm near Lexington, is at the 
head of the list of sires, with 38 winners of 81 
races and $250,965. Whichone, of course, is the 
largest individual contributor to this success. 

*Light Brigade, the premier stallion at Sen- 
ator Johnson N. Camden’s Hartland Stud, con- 
tinues second on the list, he having 41 winners 
of 115 races and $217,440, of which the splendid 
filly, Rose of Sharon, is the outstanding per- 
former. Rose of Sharon, it was announced dur- 
ing the week, is in retirement for the season. 
This detracts materially from the chance of 
“Light Brigade to regain the head of the list, 
which he lost to *Chicle after Whichone’s success 
in the Futurity. 

There are no other sires whose get this year 
have won as much or more than $200,000, but 
there are ten others ranking in the $100,000 or 
more column, they being, in order of earnings, 
Upset, $179,230; Black Servant, $167,365; Man 
o’ War, $165,120; *Golden Guinea, $142,640: 
*Polymelian, $140.195; John P. Grier, $127,680; 
*Sun Briar $118,475; *Omar Khayyam, $118,280; 
High Time, $109,215; and Whisk Broom II, 
$106,620. 

*Omar Khayyam has 48 winners of 127 races, 
and in this resnect he stands best of the dozen 
horses in the $100,000 column, but the dead sire, 
Seth, has 51 winners of 134 races, and only 
$72,945 earnings. The list is as follows:
